_. © 2. In accordance with the provisions of Act I (B.C.) of 1882, annual, 
~ reports will for the future be prepared for the official year (ending 31st March) 
in place of the calendar year, as eink It is therefore necessary that this 

‘ report should embrace a period of 15 months (commencing Ist January 1882, 
and ending 31st March 1883). In order to maintain continuity of record, and 
facilitate comparison with the past, the report will mainly concern the 


yealendar year 1882, and all comparisons with preceding years will refer to 9» 


corresponding periods. The statistics of the three months January, February, « 
“and March 1883, will be inserted as a supplement, and the narrative of ‘the 
sanitary state of Calcutta brought up to 31st March 1883. Future réports 
will embrace the official year, and the statistics of previous years will be recast, 
so as to obviate the hiatus whjch would result from a comparison of calendar 
and official years. ‘This is not a poiut of much importance perhaps, but it is 
thought better not to allow the statistics of the first quarter of 1883 to drop 
out of the series. 
3. Meteorology.—There is nothing worthy of note in the meteorology of 
the year. It may be pronounced normal. The barometric tide, as indicated 
_.» by monthly means, was in accordance with rule, and very slight difference of 
~ Tevel is observable in either monthly or annual means. The temperature of 
the year was, on the whole, little higher than usual, making allowance for the 
lower readings now obtained at the Alipore Observatory, as compared with 
the observations previously recorded in the Surveyor-General’s office at Park 
~ Street. The difference will, however, become less appreciable as the results 
of preceding years come to comprise an increasing number of Alipore ‘obser- 
vations. A larger than average depression is observable in the results for™ 
February, May, and October. In the remaining months the readings cor- 
“-* respond more closely with the annual mean. January and March present, 
however, relatively high figures. The mean range of temperature followed a~ « 
normal curve, ‘Ihe humidity of the year was high: that of October and Noy- 
ember being conspicuously so, 
The rainfall of the year fell short by but two-tenths of an inch of the 
mean fall of the preceding 48 years. The distribution of tho fall departed 
im some respects from the full of former years, Fetwuary and October 
receiving an undue share of the total, and June, July, and August less than 
» the wonted amount. No meteorological disturbance of note visited Calcutta,

6. Price of Food.—The cost of food has been moderate throughout the year.

A reference to the table published in the report for 1880 indicates that the + 
year 1852 is the third year of moderate prices following a period of six years 
of comparative dearness. Table No. XXII in the appendix shows that the 
prices of meat and other articles sold in the municipal market have been come 

7 paratively low, and table No. XX, which is a return of animals killed for food — 
in the municipal slaughter-house at Tengra, exhibits an excess of 6,887 head 

_ of cattle of sorts as compared with the preceding year. The excess is eon- 
tributed by every species of kill, excepting kids. The excess under the head

Cholera is the main 
cause of incroase ; “ other causes,” though rendering fewer deaths than in 1851, 
present a striking contrast with the average. Under other heads, as shown in 
table No. 1V, the results of the year are satisfactory, more particularly us 
regards small-pox. ‘I'he mortality of the first quarter o£ 1883 has also ‘been 

. somewhat in excess of the preceding decennium, the excess being due to an 
increase of deaths from cholera, bowel-complaints, and other causes.

depend mainly, but probably not immediately, on meteorology. But in the 
absence oi exact knowledge of the proximate cause of cholera, it is impossible 
to make any positive statement regarding the precise manner in which climatic 
changes, near and remote, affect the prevalence of the disease, It must suffice 
for the present to place the facts on record; and as the relation observed 
to exist between the weather and the prevalence of chulera was made the 
“subject of remark in the quarterly reports, extracts from these will furnish all 
the information available for the year. 
In the report for the first quarter of the year the following remarks were 
recorded :-— 












a “Cholera deaths have been somewhat below the mean. The mortality has been higher 
than that of the three preceding years. In the report for the last quarter of 18$1 it was 
.shown that the autumnal outbreak of this disease was exceptionally virulent. January and 
February oxhibit a decline from the very high figures of N orcas and December, but 
the March total vives evidence of the usual Spring rise. This has been p ogressive since the 
close of the quarter. When tae maximum will attained will depend ou the weather. 
Experience bas taught that a prolongation of drought with heat or a succession of heavy 
showers mitigates or quenches a Spring cholera; while an infrequent succession of light 
showers with intermediate humid heat encourage and sustain it. Whetner the experience 
of 1882 will confirm that of past yearsin this respect remain to be seen, An inspection 
of the weekly returns of chulera discloses a tendency to decreuse until the middle of March, 
and a somewhat rapid rise subsequently, The heavy rain of |]th and 12th February was 
followed by a slight abatement, and the scanty showers of the !d4th, 16th, and 24th were 
coincident with a rise.” 


The second quarterly report was to this effect :— 


“ The numbor of deaths registered under the head of cholera is in excess of every yoar 
of the preceding decade, and amounts to more than double the mean of that period: In 
no year since 1869 has the second quarter of the year exhibited so large a tale of cholera 
fatalities. The normal seasonal rhythm is also departed from, inasmuch as the May total 
exceeds the April total, while the June total amounts to over three times the June mean. 

_ The excess is therefore more manifest in May and June than in April, the disease 
attaining its maximum later than usual and declining more slowly. On studying the 
prevalence of the disease, week by week, no very marked fluctuations are apparent. There 
was a tendency to fall during the first three weeks of April, the numbers being 75, 58%, and 
52, succeeded by a rapid rise in the last week of April and first of May, the numbers being 
106 and 104. the three succeeding weeks show more moderate figures—73, 73,79: the rain 
-in the first half of the month seems to bave caused an abatement ‘The rainless second half 

re of the month is succeeded by a remarkable rise to 115 in the week ending 
3rd June, and thenceforward the weekly numbers are 75, 55, 58, and 1%. The disease 
sooms to havo yielded, but’ somewhat stubbornly, to the heavier showers of June. The 


* influence of rain is not so well marked in these figures asin former years. Still the diseage 


has undoubtedly obeyed the usual law of season. 


In the third quarterly report it was noted that, while the numbers were 
~s somewhat high, the usual depression in the prevalence of the disease was well 
marked. The meteorology of the season was normal. 
In the report for the fourth quarter the cholera statistics of the period 
were commented upon in the following terms :— 


“The mortality caused by cholera has been conspicuously large. In no fourth quarter 
‘obthe preceding decade has the cholera mortality been so large as in 1882. As shown 
“in previous sgueeterly reports, the year has been a bad one throughout as regards cliolera.
